A true relation of the chief things which 
a Demon or wicked Spirit did and 
ſaid, at Maſcon &C. 


= He fourteenth day of September in the 
Ta2EIS: yeare 1612, 1 went with one of the El 
Ma ders of rhe Church of Maſcon , ro the 
ANF; claſſicall meeting held at the Borough 
Axe; of Couches, and five daics afcer we re- 
WF! curned , Being come home, 1 found my 
F- =. witcandher maid in a very great con- 
ernarion » 2Pparent in their face and countenance. And 
when I enquired of the cauſe of that great alterarion , my 
wife rold me , thac the night afrer L went out of rown , 
being in bed, her firſt ſkep was broken by ſome thing , ſhe 
knew.not whar, thar drew her curcaines whith great noiſe 
and yiolence. That her maid thac lay in another bed in the 
ſame rovmeghearing rhar, aroſe in halt and ran to her,co ſee. 
whar ir waszbur ſaw nothing ; yea that ſhe found the doors 
and windows of that roome very cloſe as ſhe had ſhut them 
before ſhe went to bed. My wife a'ſu told me that the night 
following ſhe made the maid lye with her , by reaſon of 
rhar accident, Thar as ſoone as they were in bed. they felr 
ſomthing thar pulled off their blankets : Thar chen the 
maid getting our of the bed went from that roome , which 
1s in the mideſt of the houſe, but thar ſhe faund the doore 
bolted,nor. within onely, as ſhe had bolted ir her ſeife , bur 
without alſo, which before ſhe could perceive , after ſhe had;
